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The members of the Politburo are the gnly political 
personalities in the Soviet Union who are known on a 
nation-wide basis. Since the Russian people seldom see 
their leaders, they -become acquainted with them 
through their portraits, displayed qn public buildings on 
national holidays, and membership in the Politburo is 
a prerequisite to inclusion in this picture gallery. Lesser 
political figures, including Cabinet Ministers, are known 
regionally or to a part of the population but not to the 
people as a whole. 

Most Americans, I think, visualize the Politburo as a sort of 
super-cabinet—at the pinnacle of an authoritarian governmental 
structure-- Which shares dictatorial power with Stalin, but is 
subordinate to him. In a broad and general sénse, this is true 
because the methbers of the Politburo are the men who run the 
soviet Union, but a number of distinctions must be recognized 


Politburo is Arm of Communist Party 

In the first place, the Politburo is an arm of the Communist 
party and not of the Soviet Government itself. This difference, 
or course, is more apparent than real in a political system where 
only the one party is permitted, but it is a distinction and an 
important one, Since the time. that they - seized. power, the- Bal 
sheviks have been concerned that their rule should be exercised 
through governmental instead of through party machinery. As 
the Agitator’s Handbook said in 1947, “The All-Union Communist 


Party of Bolsheviks is the organizing and directing force in the | 
Soviet Government, the heart, brain and spirit of the people, the | 


leader and teacher of the workers.” 


Secondly, the supremacy of the Politburo rests upon the form | 


of organization dictated by Stalin after he had established absolute 
control over both the party and the government. In theory 
party statutes the organization is only a subcommittee of and 
subordinate to the All-Union Central Committee of the Communist 
Party, which is supposed t6 be the supreme tribunal of the party 
between congresses. The Central Committee originally consisted 
of a small number of the party elite who met frequently and 
arrived quickly at decisions. But as the party came into power, 
with increasing membership and increasing responsibilities, the 
size of the Central Committee increased until it became unwieldy 
It was found expedient to create a smaller 
discussion and determination of political policy, subject, of course 
to the approval » fthe Central Committee. Other groups set up 
at the same time were an Organization Bureau and the Secretariat 


Stalin Placed His Men in Key Spots 

Stalin became a very important member of all three organiza 
tions while Lenin still was alive and in power, but it was his job as 
head of the Secretariat that enabled him to place men of his own 
choice In key positions. He thus created for himself a strong 
organization of his own selected men when the struggle for power 
with Trotsky began, and when this battle was won, he was able 
to force the Central Committee to accept the supremacy of his 
Politburo-and-to-elect to it -men.of his choice. And, by 1929, Stalin 
emptiasized the end of the cleavage within the party and his own 
mastery’ by announcing that decisions of the Politburo were being 
taken unanimously.Through a system of “interlocking directorates,” 
the Politburo controls. both the party and the government. 

Who, then, are thé men who'share power with Stalin and who 
by their constant association. with him wield such great Influence 
upon his decisions because he is so isolated both from the Russian 
people and. first-hand. knewledge of events in the world outside?
